represented the two disputing interests, 
while Mr. Bender served as umpire. 


Concessions on Both Sides. 


- Concessions were made by both sides. The 
teamsters. were granted the additional 50 
cénts ‘a week in wages, which they demanded, 
end. hereafter drivers of double teams will 
receive. $14, instead of. $13.50. The pay of 
drivers of single teams was fixed at $12. All 
stMkers are to be reinstated. The employers 
obtained certain advantages regarding work- 
ing conditions which they had asked. 

Satisfaction was expressed by union offi- 
cials and representatives of the Lumbermen's 
association over the terms of settlement. A 

‘sthtement issued after the signing of the 
agreement indicated harmony prevailed. 

When the teamsters’ strike was called 900 
men went out. Those employed by box and 
shaving manufacturing firms: returned to 
work last Friday, after the employers had 
signed the agreements asked by the union. 

Want Labor Bribe Law. | 

‘With, the iden of shielding labor leaders 
from suspicion during. strikes or other labor 
troubles, the Chicago Federation of Labor 
is drafting a law to be presented to the legis- 
jature which will make it a penal offense to 
offer a union agenta bribe.

4 last Mr. and Mrs. MeCue had quarreied. In 
angef McCue had .attacked her, smashing 
her nose and bruising her face. Weeping, 
she entered the bathroom and turned on the 
waterdn the tub to wash away the blood. — 


When she returned to the’ bedroom she | 


carried her eon's baseball bat in her hand, 
and with it ehe struck him a slight glancing 
biow in the face. In fury -he picked up his 
fowling piece and pursued her to the bath- 
room. Before she could close the door he 
fired and she fell backward into the tub with 
a mortal wound in her breast. 

After the crime McCue had printed several 
hundred notices offering $1,000 reward for the 
arrest of the murderer of his wife,

for many years past our consul genera! at 
Shanghai, China, it seems a pity that con- 
gress cannot find time to take up the Lodge 
bill and enact it into law, . Senator Lodge’s 
object is to do away with certain of the more 
flagrant defects in our consular system, espe- 
clally those brought to light in the reports of 
H. H. D. Peirce; third assistant secretary of 
state, 

Mr. Peirce has made two protracted tours 
of investigation, and has furnished the state 
| department with a variety of useful and im- 
portant information: Apparently his dis- 
closures have inspired the Lodge bill, for 


many of the evils described by him. 


of the fee system, which Mr. Peirce shows is 
productive of widespread mischief and de- 


morelization. Our consuls, not receiving 


adequate salaries, and compelled, therefore, 
to look to fees fer means of support, inevita- 
bly concentrate their solicitude on the more 
productive field and correspondingly neglect 
the legitimate duties oftheofMfice. 
Consuls Are Poorly Paid. 

It is not the consul’s faylt in the first place. 
He is poorly paid by the government, and 
then invited to recruit his income from extra 
official sources. If, at last, these outside 
occupations come to monopolize his activ- 
ities, that is only a natural and logical evo- 
lution, for the cause of which he can hardly 
be held responsible. 

For one thing, the consul Is.called upon to 


‘| give advice and to execute papers in the 


settlement of the estates of persons dying 
abroad, or in the adjustment. of legacies in- 
herited abroad. The fees in such cases are 
sometimes considerable, but Mr. Peirce shows 
that often the consuls are not lawyers, or are 
incompetent ones, and that frequently they 
recommend legal advisers with whom they 
have a species of partnership in the profits 
of the transaction, 

This may easily lead, aw, indeed, it fre- 
quently does, to unfortunate results, causing 
delay, confusion, and extra expense, and it 
nearly always leads to a competition among 
consuls for such remunerative business. 

It is only one instance of the temptation 
‘that besets the fil paid consular official, 
usually ending in his virtual abandonmenf of 
the important public duties he is expected to 
discharge. The chief blame, however, re- 
vicious, and no good can come of it. 

Consuls Where None Is Needed. 

There are other weak spots in our consular 
scheme, some of them perhaps more mis- 
chievous than those already mentioned, at 
least so far as concerns their possibilities. 
It is*a fact, for example, that we have con- 
sulates at points where there is practically 
nothing to justify their maintenance, Take 
the case of Harput, in Asia Minor. Harput 
is not a seaport. If% an interior town of 
7,000 population, the American colony num- 
bering exactly twenty-eight persons, not 
one of whom is engaged in commerce. Secre- 
tary Hay’s report, transmitted to the senate 
June 9, 1902, says: 

“With the exception of the consul and 
hig family, the above mentioned [the so- 
called American colony] are all engaged in 
missionary or educational work.”’ 

If there were any trade with the United 
States it would naturally pass through Sam- 
soun, the seaport for that district, where 
there is a United States consul; bot there is 
no trade whatsoever, for the same report
